In Saigon 
Today 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Vice 
President Hubert H. Humphrey 
reported on his return Friday; 
from India that he and toviet , 
Prem ier Alexei N. Kosygin had 
dieeuaeed problems of mutual 
concern “ and the whole scope of 
affairs in this troubled world." 
Humphrey dsclosed that one 
of their discussions took place! 
during an early morning stro ll 
in 
the 
presidential 
palace 
gardens in New Delhi, where 
both were guests. 
Humphrey and Secretary of 
State Dean Rusk flew to the In­ 
dian capital to represent the 
United States at a gathering of 
world leaders for the funeral of 
Prim e 
Minister 
Lai Bahadur 
Shastri. 
Rusk headed for Saigon. South 
Viet Nam, after the services 
and Humphrey flew 
back to 
Washington. The vice president 
said that after he makes a pre­ 
liminary 
report 
to 
President. 
Johnson he and Rusk will get 
together on a more comprehen­ 
sive account of their mission to 
New Delhi.

Rusk is due in the South Viet­ 
namese capital Saturday. 
At 
the 
State 
Department, 
press officer Robert J. McClosk- 
ey told reporters that the United 
States remains in close consul­ 
tation with the Saigon govern­ 
ment on possible peace negotia­ 
tions with the Communists Mc- 
Closkey stopped short of deny­ 
ing reports of serious policy dif­ 
ferences 
between 
Washington 
and Saigon. 
He declined also to say wheth-j 
er the' United States has re-j 
reived any response from North 
Viet Nam. to its peace overtures. 
Humphrey told reporters who 
met him at the airport that he 
and Kosygin, discussed every­ 
thing from politics to the cH-l 
mate. 
He said he gave copies of 
Johnson’s State of the Union 
message to Kosygin and to In­ 
dian 
government 
officials.

good part of the message was 
devoted to Johnson's efforts to 
bring about a peaceful settle­ 
ment of the war in Viet Nam. 
Humphrey was asked about 
the possibility of a Soviet re­ 
sponse to these efforts and he 
replied that he and Kosygin had 
discussed the Soviet premier's 
mediation on the Indian-Pakis­ 
tan conflict, and the “ multipoli- 
elty of problema concerning our 
two countries..”' 
He congratulated Kosygin on 
the Soviet leader’s role at the 
Tashkent: 
conference

India and Pakistan, Humphrey 
said. The conference resulted in 
an agreement by India and Pak­ 
istan to withdraw their forces to!

(1 ) Speak loudly!

(2 ) If you are offering a public prayer, 
don’t fizzle out at the end with a weak, in­ 
audible “ Amen.” 
Professionals m aintain the sam e volume 
on their “ Amen” as they use during the rest 
of their sentences.

* 
(3 ) IN DIALOGUE, as on tv, or school 
plays, rise as you approach your final period. 
For people generally launch their opening 
word on a higher note than they use with the 
last word of their fade-out. 
Since your companion will enter the dia­ 
logue after you stop, if he thus starts on a 
higher pitch while you have faded out on a. 
lower note, this makes an unpleasant tonal 
contrast. 
(4) Don’t hide your mouth or face 
behind the mike. 
Push it down to the level of your 
Adam’s apple. 
Then let the engineer adjust the volume. 
Keep your face visible to the audience so 
they can watch your lip movements, for all 


of us hearing folks subconsciously do a lot 
of lipreading. 


ASIATICS OFTEN fail to use precise lip 
movements, so they are more difficult to 
understand than Caucasians, mainly because 
they rely on gutterat or throaty vowel sounds 
too much. They keep their upper lips rather 
immobile.

Revision is Sought

A m ajor revision of the anti­ 
poverty program aimed at get­ 
ting jobs for the poor and un­ 
employed 
is 
being 
strongly 
pushed in the House of Repre­ 
sentatives. 
The 
Education 
and 
Labor 
Committee is preparing to re­ 
write the antipoverty legislation, 
tossing out or cutting back pro­ 
gram s that are not centered on 
training people for jobs and put­ 
ting them to work. 
The effect would be to down­ 
grade or eliminate a wide vari­ 
ety of educational, cultural and 
experim ental 
program s 
now 
being run by the Office of Eco­ 
nomic Opportunity—OEO. 
It could also lead to an adm in­ 
istrative upheaval 
within 
the 
OEO, with the main thrust of 
the drive against poverty shift­ 
ing to the Departm ent of Labor. 
The move is being led by Rep. 
Adam Clayton Powell, D-N.Y., 
chairm an 
of 
com mittee, 
who 
wants closer coordination of job- 
training 
efforts 
between 
the 
OEO 
and the 
Departm ent 
of 
Labor. 
At a news conference Friday, 
Republicans on Powell's com ­ 
mittee renewed their complaint

called for changes closely paral­
